Twitter's bee-lieve it or not 

Samuel L. Jackson helps C'Hill beekeeper save insects — really!

An angry message tweeted

Cobble Hill bee- 
keeper Zeke Free- 
man created the 
website beabeeinc.

Judge: Open 
LICH’s books

Days after supporters of Long 
Island College Hospital demanded 
that its owner, the State University 
of New York, open the books on 
the hospital to make sure the pur- 
ported effort to sell it is genuine, 
a judge has ordered the university 
to provide the court with a full 
accounting of its finances. 

Brooklyn Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Carolyn Demarest’s June 27 
order requires SUNY Downstate 
Medical Center, which adminis- 
ters the Cobble Hill hospital, to 
disclose all financial and prop- 
erty-related activity since taking 
it over two years ago. Contrary 
to the demands of the hospi- 
tal’s supporters, however, the 
state university need only dis- 
close the financial information 
to Justice Demare st, not release 
it to the public. 

The university must report the 
current ownership of any prop- 
erty transferred from the hospital, 
which sits on real estate worth an 
estimated $500 million, as well 
as account for any cash shifted

from the 1 55 -year-old institution 
since the takeover. 

It must also account for all in- 
come generated and operating 
costs since 2011, and the use of 
$15 million the state withdrew

Performance venue House of Yes 
will shutter its Maujer Street space at 
the end of August after failing to come 
to terms with its landlord, whom group 


members say has insisted on doubling 
the rent. 

When House of Yes, which owns 
and runs Skybox, a school that teaches 
aerial performance arts — and has fa- 
mously staged racy versions of “Pe- 


ter Pan” — moved into the Williams- 
burg space four years ago, the rent was 
$4,500 a month. Currently, the venue 
pays $5,000, but now Yes-men say the 
landlord is seeking more money than 
they can afford. 


“It didn’t make any sense from a 
business perspective,” said Anya Sa- 
pozhnikova, founder and director of 
the House of Yes. “There was no way 
we would make a profit or even break 
even.” 

Sapozhnikova said the performance 
company had been considering mov- 
ing to a bigger space, but members 


hadn’t expected to start looking so soon. 
House of Yes heads Sapozhnikova, Kae 
Burke, and Elena Delgado will now 
look for a larger venue somewhere in 
North Brooklyn, near either the L or 
G trains to ensure their fans can eas- 
ily come to shows.

The Brooklyn Cyclones have a 
similar issue regarding the places 
their shoes touch. Most baseball play- 
ers grow up playing their beloved 
game on traditional grass and dirt. 
But these players arrived in Brook- 
lyn to start their professional careers 
on artificial turf. 

Manager Rich Donnelly admitted 
before the season began he was a little 
nervous about the fake stuff and how 
his players would adjust to it. 

“I’ve never managed on anything 
like that, and I doubt any of the players 
have ever played on it,” he said. 

But the season started and hitting 
and fielding seemed to be the same 
as ever, if not for some black rubber 
pellets thrown into the air whenever 
the ball bounces. 

Still, that yearning for familiarity 
is common among everyone, and the 
players’ craving for fresh-cut grass 
and soft dirt matched my desire for 


soft carpet and stable transporta- 
tion. First baseman Matt “Bright 
Eyes” Oberste still likes the tradi- 
tional playing field, as he felt play- 
ing on fake ground hurts the “re- 
alness” of baseball. 

“I’d want to play on dirt and reg- 
ular grass, because that’s what I’ve 
played on growing up and it’s what 
I’m used to,” Oberste said. “To me, 
I honestly don’t feel (the turf) is 
true baseball.” 

The differences in artificial turf 
from regular grass are more than 
just the smell of the game. Accord- 
ing to Oberste, it also plays differ- 
ently in terms of what the ball does 
when it hits the ground. 

“There’s a lot of difference in it 
actually,” Oberste said. “Grass plays 
way different than turf. Today [out- 
fielder Patrick “To Infinity and”] Bi- 
ondi hit a ball and it stayed on the 
ground flat. On regular grass, that 
probably wouldn’t happen.” 

The players got dealt turf and 
I got bone-bruising carpet and 
crowded streets. We both have to 
work with what we’re given and 
make the best of it. 

Oberste and the rest of the team 
have played well on the new stuff. 
His seven RBIs and six runs are first 
and second on the team respectively, 
and the team has few fielding errors 
to speak of. 

As for me, I haven’t fallen on 
the train yet or (thankfully) my 
carpet, and my writing has (cross 
your fingers!) improved since I’ve 
been here.

Methodist reps say extension will match the nabe 



New York Methodist Hospital plans to tear down 
this old building — and others — on Fifth Street 
and replace them with a large medical building.

A u-shaped hospital build- 
ing that will replace some 
19th-century brownstones 
in the heart of Park Slope 
will mesh nicely with its his- 
toric surroundings, promised 
representatives of New York 
Methodist Hospital at a meet- 
ing last Thursday night out- 
lining its plan. 

Hospital spokeswomanLyn 
Hill, joined by architects and 
development consultants, told 
Fifth Street residents that the 
135 -year-old institution does 
plan to tear down a slew of 
old buildings that it owns on 
Fifth Street, Eighth Avenue, 
and Sixth Street and replace 
them with a giant structure 
that could be up to seven sto- 
ries high, but the new build- 
ing won’t look like your stan- 
dard hospital. 

“It’s not going to be a 
glass and steel building,” 
Hill said. 

The proposed new out- 
patient facility will include 
a surgery center with 12 op- 
erating rooms, an endoscopy 
suite with six special rooms, a 
cancer center that will offer ra- 
diation oncology, chemother- 
apy and urgent care services, 
and additional rooms for meet- 
ing space. 

A representative from the 
architecture firm handling the 
project and a development con- 
sultant outlined to neighbors 
how the shell of the build- 
ing would look even though 
a draft design has not been 
made yet. 

Fifth Street residents, who 
live near three of the four hos- 
pital-owned townhouses that 
will be knocked down on their 
block between Seventh and 
Eighth avenues had a multi- 
tude of concerns that include 


increased traffic, construction 
noise, the blocking of sunlight 
from the taller building, and 
the woe of loosing the historic 
buildings. 

“It sounds like this plan is 
going to significantly change 
the character of the neighbor- 
hood and I’m very troubled 
by that,” said Fifth Street res- 
ident Stephen Sheehan, who 
claimed his family has lived in 
Park Slope since 1903. 

Others complained the 
new building would be an 
eyesore. 

“It’s an aggressive develop- 
ment in an extremely precious 
neighborhood — it’s uncalled 
for and unwarranted,” said 
Fifth Street resident Philippa 


Garson, who lives in a condo 
directly across the street from 
where the building will rise. 
Garson added she will mobi- 
lize people to fight the hospi- 
tal’s plan. 

But Hill said that the hos- 
pital between Seventh and 
Eighth avenues, which treats 
nearly 400,000 people every 
year, needs to increase its ca- 
pacity for a number of reasons, 
including the critical state of 
Brooklyn medical centers 
such as money-losing Long 
Island College Hospital in 
Cobble Hill. 

“Some of [the hospitals] are 
financially strained and some 
of them are threatened with 
closing and of course that is 


putting additional pressure on 
our hospital to provide more 
inpatient and outpatient care,” 
said Hill. 

The new building will also 
have two levels ofunderground 
parking and a hospital service 
road connecting Fifth Street 
and Sixth Street. 

The plan, which Hill said 
is still in the early stages, has 
only been shown to a handful 
of community members at a 
special meeting last week and 
neighbors who were notified 
of the project through a let- 
ter from Hill inviting them to 
Thursday’s meeting. 

The new building would fall 
into three different residential 
zones — R7B, R6B, and R6, 
which makes up most of the 
| site. Hill said that the hospi- 
§ tal hopes to obtain a variance 
that would allow it to build 
“broader and shorter rather 
than thinner and higher.” 

All of the buildings that will 
be knocked down are not land- 
marked and lie just outside the 
neighborhood’s enormous his- 
toric district. 

Hospital staff and other 
tenants are currently renting 
out the hospital-owned row- 
houses on Fifth Street. The 
five buildings on Eight Ave- 
nue that will be knocked down 
have been vacant for at least a 
year, according to neighbors. 
The eight buildings that will 
be torn down on Sixth Street 
are also occupied. 

Hill said that the people 
who will be forced to move 
because of the project have 
already been informed and 
that alternative housing will 
be provided. 

Construction is not ex- 
pected to begin for at least 
a year. The hospital hopes to 
present a building design draft 
by September. 


Library budget is 'saved'

The city did not cut the 
Brooklyn Public Library’s 
budget for the first time in 
five years. 

The budget, which was ten- 
tatively passed by the council 
this week, gives back the $29.6 
million it had threatened to 
take away from the Library’s 
annual financing during the 
yearly kabuki dance that is 


fiscal negotiations, and that 
news had bookworms hope- 
ful that there will be no layoffs 
or closures this year. 

“This is a huge victory for 
us,” said Christian Zabriskie, 
executive director ofUrban Li- 
brarians Unite, a library ad- 
vocacy group. 

Almost $15 million was 
cut from the Library’s bud- 
get since 2008, and the book- 
borrowing system has shed 


170 jobs during that time. 

So this year’s budget ap- 
proval has staffers cheering. 

“The full restoration en- 
sures that we will be able to 
continue providing world- 
class service to the 60 com- 
munities we serve every day,” 
said Library chief Linda John- 
son. 

The Library has been a 
lightening rod for contro- 
versy since plans to close 


and sell two branches — the 
Brooklyn Heights branch on 
Cadman Plaza West and the 
Prospect Branch on the edge 
of Park Slope — were an- 
nounced earlier in the year. 
Since that time, Library offi- 
cials have claimed they will 
consider ways to keep the 
Prospect Branch, which is an 
historic Carnegie Library that 
many residents don’t want to 
see demolished.

Williamsburg subway stand sells zines , holds concerts

S traphangers at this Williams- 
burg station don’t have to go 
street level to get a taste of 
the underground art scene. 

The newsstand between Lo- 
rimer and Metropolitan stations 
is selling self-published, small- 
circulation periodicals, playing 
records, showing off quirky art- 
work, and is home to all kinds of 
amusements, including a repur- 
posed condom dispenser. 

Four quarters and a crank of a 
handle will produce a collectible 
mini zine, just part of the large 
selection of publications curated 
by the founder of 8 -Ball Zine Fair 
Lele Saveri, who has brought to 
the stand more widely distributed 
magazines like the Gourmand, 

Tissue, 032c to self published and 
even hand made titles. 

“My main goal was to have as 
wide of a selection as possible, 
in terms of themes and prices,” 
said Saveri. 

The newsstand is a fresh take on 
a familiar part of the commuter’s 
world, though instead of a quick pit 
stop, the guys behind the counter 
hope customers stop and peruse. 

“The shop, its contents, and the 
way in which Lele has curated the 
space make it so different from the 
normal version of a newsstand that 
it is hard to not take interest in what is hap- 
pening here,” said Kevin Kearney a man- 
aging director at Alldayeveryday, a mar- 
keting and media company responsible for 
the temporary newsstand takeover. 

As opposed to Snickers bars, hungry 
commuters can find snacks of a different 
kind, such as White Russian-flavored pop- 
corn from Butter & Scotch, Kings County

“The local goods were anice opportunity 
to provide something outside of the norm 
and compliment the selection of printed 
materials,” said Jamie Falkowski, another 
managing director at Alldayeveryday.

Steps family 

The stoop — it’s a Breukelen tradition! 

Flatlands’ Wyckoff Farmhouse Museum — 
the oldest building in the borough — is invit- 
ing families to come hang out on its “stoep” on 
July 28 and take part in a rich and distinctively 
Brooklyn style of so- 
cializing, one that can 
be traced all the way 
back to Dutch farm- 
ers who built the farm- 
house 451 years ago. 

Museum direc- 
tor Joshua Van Kirk 
noted that the word 
“stoop” has its roots 
in the Dutch term for 
“porch,” and that dur- 
ing warm weather, the 
old Wyckoff family frequently hosted friends 
and neighbors on the long gallery that once 
fronted the structure — which today is just 
the size of a brownstone’s steps. 

“It was cooler than being inside during the 
summertime, and so it was a place to eat, drink, 
socialize, just have fun,” said Van Kirk.

Glazes of glory! 

Donut shop achieves perfection

C reating a sour cream 
glazed donut sounds like 
a simple aspiration. 
And when husband and 
wife Donna and Chrsitos Sia- 
fakas took over Peter Pan Do- 
nut & Pastry Shop in the late 
1980s, all they wanted was to 
run a simple neighborhood 
shop where you could go to 
get a reliable donut. 

But a quarter of a century 
later, they’ve created one of 
the most popular donut shops 
in all of Brooklyn. On any 
given weekend morning the 
line for donuts extends far out 
the front door. Tina Fey once 


announced to Esquire Maga- 
zine they might make the best 
donuts ever. And while any va- 
riety donut will do wonders, 
nothing quite matches the sim- 
ple pleasure of a sour cream 
glazed donut at Peter Pan. 

It’s no wonder that these 
specimens of doughy per- 
fection sell out quick. It’s 
a donut that’s incredibly 
moist and dense. The sour 
cream gives the donut a melt- 
in-your-mouth texture that 
feels decadent. Meanwhile, 
the exterior glistens in a sug- 
ary glaze sure to give you as 
much lift as your first morn- 
ing coffee. It’s as rich as cake, 
and just one of these mas- 
terful donuts will do, but no 


doubt you’ll want two. 

Part of the secret to such 
mastery lies in the Siafakas’ 
dedication to the business. Each 
donut is cut by hand and baked 
in small batches. But take one 
bite andyou’ll realize that other 
small donut shops that hand 
cut their donuts don’t reach the 
level of Peter Pan.

Marco Polo Ristorante celebrates 30 years of fine dining in high style

In 1983, the last thing you 
would expect on the corner of 
Court and Union streets was a 
fancy restaurant. Carroll Gar- 
dens was a working-class area 
with a high percentage of Ital- 
ian residents. The docks along 
the waterfront were in full use 
at the time, and the Interna- 
tional Longshoreman’s Asso- 
ciation was a cornerstone of 
neighborhood. Joes’ Luncheon- 
ette, nearby on Court between 
Union and President, was 
the well established “greasy 
spoon” of the community. 

In June of that year, Joe 
Chirico, a pioneering restau- 
rateur, opened his fine dining 
establishment. With the bless- 
ings of then-borough president 
Howard Golden and Congress- 
man Ed Towns cutting the rib- 
bon, Marco Polo opened for 
business, and from our van- 
tage point today we realize how 
much of a visionary Joe was in 
1983. He recognized the need 
for a power lunch spot close to 
downtown Brooklyn’s politi- 
cal-financial-government hub, 
as well as exquisite dinners for 
small and large groups. 

Now as then, Golden and 
Towns were on hand to mark 
the occasion, celebrating along 
with the whole Chirico fam- 
ily and scores of other local of- 
ficials, celebrities and media 
people. The evening, June 20, 
was a passing of the baton, from 
Joe to his son Marco, who has 
been gearing up to run the res- 
taurant since graduating from 
Johnson & Wales University, 
where he studied culinary arts 
and restaurant management. 

In preparation for this shift, 
both the interior and exterior 
have been completely reno- 
vated and updated. The airy, 
parchment-colored interior is 
offset by lovely black-and-white 
photos of Venice, distressed 
wood floors and whimsical red 
lighting fixtures. 

Naturally, the menu has 
been revised too. As has the 
bar’s cocktail list. The chef is 


as gifted behind the bar as he 
is in the kitchen, with many 
of the new drinks flavored by 
specially made syrups, exotic 
fruit juices and purees, and 
home-grown herbs. Two op- 
tions include the elegant and 
slightly bitter Negroni (gin, 
Campani and sweet vermouth 
with a dash of orange bitters), 
and Mixed Nuts (Amaretto, 
lemon juice, egg whites and 
black walnut bitters, whipped 
into a fun and frothy cocktail). 

However, the true test of 
readiness and worthiness was 
to excel at planning and exe- 
cuting one of Marco Polo’s fa- 
mously intense wine dinners, 


and this was the highlight of 
Marco’s training. (If you have 
never enjoyed a Marco Polo 
wine dinner, it is an experience 
that should not be missed). 

Teaming up with Donnach- 
iara Campania winery in Italy, 
each breathtaking course was 
painstakingly prepared. Chef 
Marco was assisted by William 
Doyle and Elena Gargani, who 
described how the wines and 
dishes were especially chosen 
to complement each other. 

The opening course, Fluke 
Crudo, was served raw; the 
mild white flesh of the fish 
absorbing the flavors of the 
grapefruit, orange, lemon and 


mint that topped it. The accom- 
panying wine was the white 
Donnachiara Falanghina IGT, 
with light citrus notes. 

The bridge course was a 
duo of two house-made ravi- 
olis, and was served with two 
distinctly different wines. 
Donnachiara Grego do Tufo 
DOCG (white) was chosen for 
the ravioli stuffed with craw- 
fish and caciocavallo in a 
sherry cream sauce; both de- 
lightfully light and fresh. The 
wild-boar-stuffed ravioli, with 
its spicy Marsala sauce, was 
served with the Donnachiara 
Aglianico IGT, a strong red 
with notes of pepper. 


The entree course was 
a stunning combination of 
grilled lamb chop in a black- 
berry and cherry balsamic 
sauce, coupled with broiled 
filet mignon crusted with por- 
cini mushrooms. This course 
was ably paired with the rich 
and robust red Donnachiara 
Taurasi DOCG. 

Dessert was a pyramid of 
dark chocolate apricot mousse, 
served with Donnachiara’s 
tangy, sweet and bubbly Franco 
Amorosi Moscato D’Asti. 

During the emotional and 
expressive evening, several 
speakers were awarded stat- 
ues of a bust of Marco Polo, 


the famous explorer; some 
were local dignitaries and oth- 
ers officials from Italy (whose 
speeches were translated with 
the help of Carlo Scissura, pres- 
ident of the Brooklyn Chamber 
of Commerce). Borough Presi- 
dent Marty Markowitz’s rous- 
ing speech needed no translat- 
ing, brought the room back to 
all that was popular in 1983. 

A salute to the next 30 
years of Marco Polo Ristorante 
should start with a sampling of 
the new chef’s spring and sum- 
mer menu. Seafood starters 
are plentiful. Antipasti choices 
include Vitello Tonnato (thinly 
sliced veal with tuna sauce, 
capers and berries), Polipo 
(grilled fresh octopus over 
marinated cantaloupe), and 
Prosciutto e Melone con Bufala 
(fresh honeydew wrapped with 
aged prosciutto and served 
with imported Bufala D.O.C.). 

For pasta, the red wine fet- 
tuccini tossed in a giant wheel 
of parmigiano is a fantastic 
and tasty experience. The veal- 
and-mushroom-stuffed ravioli 
in butter sage sauce, or squid- 
ink tagliolini with calimari, 
shrimp, and scallops in a pink 
sauce are two other elegant 
choices. 

Fish lovers will enjoy the 
trout crusted with olives, pine 
nuts, anchovies and bread- 
crumbs served in orange sauce. 
Two more entree selections 
are charcoal-grilled quail over 
black quinoa, sun-dried tomato 
and mushrooms, and the grilled 
bone-in rib eye steak, resplen- 
dent in its rosemary garlic rub. 

Ricotta cheesecake, creme 
brulee, gelato, tiramisu, panna 
cotta and chocolate mousse 
round out the dessert menu, 
and a beautiful selection of 
grappa, port and cognac are 
available after dinner.

Locals rally to save Double-D 

Say Gowanus recreation space threated by Superfund proposal

Dozens of fans of the be- 
loved Double-D pool rallied 
at the oasis near the banks of 
the Gowanus Canal to tell the 
city that they don’t want their 
watering hole turned into a 
raw sewage depository. 

The federal Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency wants 
the city to excavate some of 
the Thomas Greene Play- 
ground and the adjoining 
pool so a gigantic holding 
tank could be installed to 
store water during storms 
as part of the so-called Su- 
perfund cleanup of the filthy 
waterway, ensuring less raw 
sewage flows into Brooklyn’s 
nautical purgatory. 

But on opening week- 
end of the Douglass-Degraw 
Pool on Saturday, neighbors 
wary that the pool, which has 
served surrounding commu- 
nities for more than 40 years, 
will be out of use for a lengthy 
period of time said such a 


move would be a maj or blow 
to the community that relies 
on the amenity. 

“They may never put our 
pool back and it will be out 
of commission for years. 
It’s a shame to take it out of 
the community,” said Linda 


Blyer, a Cobble Hill resident 
and a member of Friends of 
Douglass- Greene Park, the 
advocacy group that orga- 
nized the rally. 

The group says that it’s 
in favor of getting the ca- 
nal cleaned up. Yet, in April, 


it started an online petition 
against the placement of the 
tank that would sacrifice the 
pool. The petition now has 
close to 1,000 signatures. 

Federal officials consider 
the groundundemeaththepool 
to be a prime location because 
the tank must be built on city- 
owned land and close to the 
i sewer pipe that spews out the 
! majority of wastewater into 
o the canal. The pool is a block 
| away from the canal. 

* The protestors said it is 
o crucial that the community 
| not be left without a pool, and 
demanded that if the federal 
government decides to place 
the tank there, then a replace- 
ment must be provided dur- 
ing the pool’s closure, which 
the feds said would likely last 
two to three years. 

“We need our community 
provided for before, after, and 
during the cleanup,’ ’ said group 
member and Gowanus resident 
Sabine Aronowsky, who often 
brings her 2-year-old daugh- 
ter to the pool. 


The demonstrators said 
that the replacement pool 
must remain in the neighbor- 
hood and offer free break- 
fast and lunch to kids when 
school is out, just as the Dou- 
ble -D pool does. 

The pool’s future is also 
threatened because it sits di- 
rectly above a plot of contam- 
inated land where the for- 
mer Fulton Manufactured 
Gas Plant functioned from 
1879 to 1929. The state may 
require energy giant National 
Grid to clean up the polluted 
land, which will also include 
excavation. 

The Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency will release its 
finalized Superfund cleanup 
plan this summer. 

“We want to make sure 
that whatever happens, we 
have a pool to serve these 
communities,” said Brook- 
lyn Heights district leader Jo 
Anne Simon at the rally. Si- 
mon is also a founding mem- 
ber of the Friends of Doug- 
lass- Greene Park.

McCarren afloat

McCarren Park Pool 
started off its second sea- 
son last Thursday morn- 
ing in a mellow mood, as 
about 300 kids and adults 
frolicked in the water un- 
der overcast skies. 

Expected thunder- 
storms, which never ar- 
rived, seemed to have kept 
the larger crowds at bay. 

“If it hadn’t been for the 
forecast for rain, I think we 
would have been close to 


capacity,” said Kevin Jef- 
frey, the Parks Depart- 
ment’s Brooklyn borough 
commissioner. The capacity 
for the pool is 1,500. 

It was a far cry from 
opening day in 2012, when 
there was a line to get in that 
stretched down the block 
before the 1 1 am opening. 
Within one day, the playful 
vibe had turned to chaos. 
During the first week, a life- 
guard was attacked, and 
there were several fights 
among patrons. 


Pop-up pool opens 

Bridge Park oasis boasts great views

Hundreds of Brooklynites 
escaped the hellish summer 
heat on June 27 at this season’s 
opening of Brooklyn Bridge 
Park’s Pop-Up Pool. 

The 3.5-foot-deep, above- 
ground pool debuted last 
summer and was a splash 
with more than 40,000 water- 
seeking residents. It reopened 
on Pier 2 last Thursday, the 
day after classes ended at the 
city’s public schools. 

“The opening of the pool 
was a great time,” said Beth 
Newborn, deputy director of 
the Brooklyn Bridge Park 
Conservancy. “We’ve got a 
great staff on hand to keep 
people happy.” 

This year, pool-goers will 
be able to sip on artisanal 
lemonade from Lizzmonade, 
which sells the classic sum- 
mer drink in a variety of fla- 
vors, from “Classic” to the 
“Hotsy Totsy Mango.” 

In addition to the great view 


ofthe Manhattan skyline, pool- 
goers will be able to enjoy ac- 
tivities such as trivia andbocce 
ball, as well as fresh sangrias, 
local craft beers, and wine in 
the evening. Additionally, there 
is a sand-covered “beach” sec- 
tion available if patrons need 
to take a break from the splish- 
ing and the splashing. 

The $700,000 project was 


created as part of a deal be- 
tween state politicians and 
Mayor Bloomberg, which re- 
duced high-rise luxury hous- 
ing in Brooklyn Bridge Park 
while ensuring that city tax- 
payers would not have to fund 
the park’s $16 million annual 
maintenance cost. It will be 
around for three more sum- 
mers after this year.

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Neighbors demand reform for deadly crossing

They want a new Ocean 
Parkway plan. 

Kensington residents de- 
manded that the state Depart- 
ment of Transportation make 
long-overdue safety improve- 
ments to the dangerous in- 
tersection of Ocean Parkway 
and Church Avenue where 
a 73 -year- old woman was 
struck and killed by a trac- 
tor-trailer last week. 

Steps away from where 
Ngozi Agbim was run over, 
residents and safety advo- 
cates joined by Council- 
man Brad Lander (D-Park 
Slope) rallied last Friday for 
a safer intersection. Lander 


launched a petition that day 
calling on the state agency to 
spend the money that has al- 
ready been allocated to make 
the intersection more pedes- 
trian-friendly by installing a 
median along the wide cross- 
walk. 

That plan, which residents 
said could have saved Ag- 
bim’s life, was rejected by 
the state, and the money has 
not been spent, said the coun- 
cilman. 

“The community has 
long known that this inter- 
section needs to be made 
safer,” Lander said. 

Agbim, of Buckingham 
Road, was walking east on 
Church Avenue at 9:40 am on 
June 24. As she attempted to 


cross the nine-lane intersec- 
tion where Ocean Parkway 
meets the Prospect Express- 
way, she was hit by a truck 
turning right onto Prospect 
from Church Avenue. Ag- 
bim died at the scene, po- 
lice said. 

Family members of Ag- 
bim joined the rally, demand- 
ing that safety measures for 
the intersection be imple- 
mented in their dead rela- 
tive’s name. 

“Her death is now a bea- 
con — a rallying point for 
change,” said Agbim’s 
brother-in-law Eugene Ag- 
bimson.

a winner in Lander’s “par- 
ticipatory budgeting pro- 
cess” — which gives citi- 
zens the chance to choose 
how to spend $1 million in 
taxpayer funds by voting on 
a series of public improve- 
ment projects in their dis- 
tricts — last year. 

Lander allocated $200,000 
for the safety measures, 
c “We did review the pro- 
§ posed improvements of the 
| intersection, and we found 
& that they would not improve 
® the safety of the intersec- 
S tion,” said state Transpor- 
ts tation spokesman Adam 
f Levine. He added that a new 
safety project for the inter- 
section is in the works. 

Lander said the state 


has proposed eliminat- 
ing the crosswalk entirely, 
which he says would make 
the thoroughfare even more 
dangerous. 

“We’ve been going back 
offering recommendations 
on the plan,” said Levine. 
“Some of which have not 
been approved by the city 
and we are working on 
resolving everyone’s is- 
sues.” 

Tri-State Transporta- 
tion Campaign designated 
Ocean Parkway as the bor- 
ough’s most dangerous 
roadway for pedestrians in 
a study last year, because 
motorists killed six people 
on the boulevard between 
2009 and 2011. Four peo- 


ple were killed and 36 pe- 
destrians and cyclists were 
injured at the Ocean Park- 
way and Church Avenue 
intersection between 1995 
and 2008, according to sta- 
tistics provided by the anti- 
car group Transportation Al- 
ternatives. 

Residents who are afraid 
to cross the treacherous in- 
tersection said that a safety 
solution is absolutely nec- 
essary. 

“My family and I cross 
that intersection daily,” said 
Arlette Mathis of Kensing- 
ton. “We fear crossing be- 
cause even with the signage, 
drivers speed onto the Pros- 
pect Expressway and seldom 
yield to pedestrians.”

bags, and Lander said that 
this is a trend New Yorkers, 
who could use more than one 
billion plastic bags a year, 
should get behind. 

“The cities that have passed 
these bills have seen 60- and 


70- percent reductions in their 
plastic bag waste,” said the 
councilman. 

An interactive community 
art piece dubbed the “Plas- 
tic Bag Mandala” was set up 
outside the church and peo- 
ple walking by were asked to 


pin their bags to the wall in 
exchange for a free reusable 
tote bag. 

“It was made as a way 
to engage people in plastic 
bags,” said creator GalaNa- 
rezo. “It’s a method to have a 
dialog in the community.” 

And for some, the tech- 
nique worked. 

“I’m going to start be- 


ing more conscious of my 
ways,” said Boro Park res- 
ident, Steven Rivera who 
made the switch. 

Lander saidhe plans to in- 
troduce legislation this sum- 
mer that would dramatically 
reduce the use of plastic bags 
in the city through either a 
fee or tax on their use, or 
with an outright ban.

Gourmet food buy- 
ers from restaurants and 
food markets, along with 
lots of foodies, flocked to 
the Brooklyn Chamber of 
Commerce’s tradeshow on 
Wednesday, June 27. It was 
held at 630 Flushing Ave. in 
Brushwick. 

If the timing, location 
and new theme of the event 
seemed puzzling to Brook- 
lynites, rest assured it was 
all planned meticulously, 
and with excellent results. 

630 Flushing Ave., the 
former Pfizer factory in 
Brooklyn, is now a start-up 
business incubator, with 
about half of the burgeon- 
ing companies focused on 
food and drink manufactur- 
ing.

And for those who recall 
Brooklyn Eats as a showcase 
for Brookyn’s restaurants. . . 

“It’s been several years 


since our borough’s restau- 
rants needed a special event 
to show how great they are,” 
said Carlo Scissura, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

“We are thrilled at the 
large attendance at this fo- 
rum,” agreed Denise Arbesu, 
senior vice president of Cit- 
ibank and Chamber of Com- 
merce Chairwoman. “We’ve 
successfully transitioned 
Brookyn Eats to present a 
new group of entrepreneurs 
to gourmet food buyers, as 
this crowded room indi- 
cates.” 

Show vendors offered 
samples of their salmon and

after-party accessories. 

But the machine’s owners think they can take ad- 
vantage on impulse shopping by night owls who have 
thrown back a few drinks.

on the condition that it be earmarked exclusively for Long 
Island College Hospital’s continued operation. 

Furthermore, the university was asked to submit lists 
of all medical and non-medical staff currently employed 
at the hospital, and at the time of the takeover, as well as 
an account of how patients have used the hospital’s facil- 
ities and the number of patients that have been served. 

The state has until Aug. 5 to comply. 

It was Demarest who approved the state university’s 
takeover of the struggling hospital in 201 1, on the condi- 
tion that the hospital’s operations would continue. 

In her order, Demarest cited the state’s public ac- 
knowledgment of its intention to close Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital, and recent moves to that end despite a 
restraining order from another judge to maintain ser- 
vices and staff. 

Brooklyn Supreme Court Justice Johnny Lee Baynes 
issued a temporary restraining order requiring the uni- 
versity to maintain adequate staffing levels to remain 
fully functional, and is currently weighing whether the 
state is in contempt of court after a controversial June 
19 decision to begin diverting ambulances from Long 
Island College Hospital’s emergency room. 

The university claimed that action came only after 
the state university hospital system’s top doctor deter- 
mined that the exodus of medical staff from the floun- 
dering hospital made it impossible to safely accept new 
patients. 

“The chief medical officer of all our hospitals has 
determined that patient care and safety cannot be en- 
sured by continuing to send patients to that hospital,” 
said hospital spokesman Robert Bellafiore.

I t hit me like a punch re- 
cently that I have no clue 
how honest to be with my 
kids. 

I almost used the word 
“should” then, but that rang 
false. Who can decide this, 
after all, but me, and for my 
own reasons, and because 
I ostensibly know what my 
kids can and can’t handle? 

It comes up a lot for me, 
as it does for author Sue 
Sanders, who I questioned 
recently at Powerhouse on 
Eighth about her new book, 
“Mom, I’m Not a Kid Any- 
more: Navigating 25 Inevi- 
table Questions That Come 
Before You Know It.” 

Her honesty inspired me 
and made me itch. The inev- 
itable questions come often 
now that my oldest is 12, old 
enough that his long-time 
pediatrician began to talk 
to him about his burgeon- 


ing puberty, looking over at 
me sidelong as he did with 
the sad sympathetic eyes of 
a fellow parent. 

Sue’s, “Have You Smoked 
Marijuana” chapter rang par- 
ticularly true. I have copped 
to smoking it, and even tried 
to explain its affects to Eli, 
who sees characters on 
shows get high and so has 
his own impressions. He be- 
lieves it should be legal and 
I tell him I agree. I say I be- 
lieve marijuana is better than 
alcohol. Better? Of the two 
vices, I’d choose it. I leave 
it at that. After all, it is still 
illegal even if I don’t think 
it should be. 

So then, alcohol. I don’t 
have to tell my kids what I 
think, they see it firsthand. 
The empty wine bottles add 
up in the recycling bin. We 
have beers at the bar after 
baseball. We drink in my 


house, a fair amount. But 
have I mentioned the dan- 
gers? The fact that I ended up 
in the emergency room get- 
ting my stomach pumped at 
13 because I’d “borrowed” 
from a bunch of different bot- 
tles in my parents’ liquor cab- 
inet? The fact that I spent a 
fair part of high school and 
college with my head in toi- 
lets after too much Everclear 
Punch or Bartles & James’ 
wine coolers or bad keg beer? 
I over-indulged out of social 
anxiety, and it made for some 
poor decisions. 


Which brings me to sex. 
I easily admitted and talked 
about my first fairly chaste 
kiss at 12. Eddie is a house- 
hold name. But I have said 
nothing about hitting the fol- 
lowing bases and when and 
with whom. Is my sexual ex- 
perience relevant? Would I 
like to see my kids follow in 
my footsteps? 

This is the question. Hon- 
esty with myself is first and 
foremost. There are demons 
there, some fairly dark ones, 
and I need to grab hold of 
them and forgive myself or 


I’ll likely lay some serious 
burden on my kids, just out 
of fear that they will make 
the same mistakes I did. It 
makes sense to want to pro- 
tect my kids from what we 
had to learn the hard way, 
but they almost have to learn 
the hard way. 

Sue says when her daugh- 
ter turned 13, she felt like a 
13 -year- old again too, and I 
so relate. It is hard to watch 
your children closely and not 
be thrown into paroxysms of 
nostalgia for your own youth, 
for all the scary firsts. And 
seconds. And thirds. 

Sue calls it “developmen- 
tally appropriate honesty,” 
and I guess that’s the nav- 
igating part of her book ti- 
tle. We each just have to get 
a grip on our own checkered 
pasts and offer them up piece- 
meal as necessary to show we 
get it. We were there once. 


We made mistakes. Still are, 
really. 

I can recommend my 
boys don’t mix many kinds 
of alcohol to try to keep 
their experimentation from 
me; I can say that they don’t 
have to get drunk to talk to 
cute girls, that they should 
run instead of consuming 
whole pints of Ben & Jer- 
ry’s if some girl should stu- 
pidly reject them. 

But probably what’s most 
important is that they know 
I’ll love them no matter what 
they might over-indulge in 
along the way to cope, be it 
food, alcohol, drugs, sex. 

I will share my mistakes, 
but I will not assume that 
they won’t make the same 
ones regardless. Families 
should be safe places to 
share the million shames 
that most assuredly come 
with growing up.
